after bavins assured himself "that he is 
right in the matter by closely studying 
the laws relating tu military matters and 
him rinse n[> the decisions of the United 
StiUts supreme court in regard to this

the State, and of the militia, except 
ivhen culled into the' service of 
tlie 


United States, but he shall not march 
uor convey any ot' the citizens out of the 
State, without their consent, or that of 
the Legislature, unless-at shallJ become 
necessary in order to march or transport 
them from one part of the State to an- 
other fur-the defense thereof." 
To -prove the matter of the power of 


Congress or the President to.cali out the 
militia of a State, Mr. Goddard first re- 
fers to article I, section 8, clauses 15 and 
16, in the constitution of 
the 
United 


States. It reads as follows: 
. 


"Congress shall have the power: 
''To provide fot the calling forth of the 


militia to execute the laws of the Union, 
suppress jusurrection aud repel inToeion. 
- *'To provide for organizing, arming and 
disciplining the militia, and governing 
such part of them as may be employed 
in the service of the United States, re- 
serving to the states respectively the 
appointemeut of the officers and the au- 
thority of training the militia according 
to the discipline prescribed by Conj^ese." 


Then.Mr. Goddard presents a decision 


of the supreme conrt in 1827, in the case 
of Mmtin vs. 
Mott, 
reDurted in 12 


VVheaton,. 19, which contains tl^e follow- 
ing decision. After a diecusaion of these 
provisions of the conatitutidn heretofore 
quoted; the conrt uaes the following lan- 
gnnge: 
"In pnrHHanee of tbte authority, the 


act of 1795 was provided 'that, whenever 
the United States ehall be invaded or be 
in immiueut danger of invasion from any 
foreign nation or Indian tribe, it shall be 
lawful for the President of the United 
States to call forth such numbers of the 
militia of the state or wtntes moa> con- 
venient to the place of danger, or scene 
of action, as he may j>udge neceesi.ry to 
repel snch invasion, and to issue hjis or- 
der for thnt purpose to eaJL-h aueli officer 
of the militia as he shall think proper!' 
And like pix?visionii are inade for the 
other CAWS stated in th|e donstitation,"

ast of 1T93 is within the constitutional 
authority of Conicre^Sj or that Congresa 
may not lawfully provide for CIIEWB of im- 
minent dnnifer of invasion, as well ab for 
cases where an invasion has actuuUy 
taken; place.
